Call  to  Action  Re:  HUD's  New  Proposed  Rule 


Our  federal  housing  department 
(HUD)  has  proposed  a  new  rule  that 
would  prohibit  families  with  mixed 
immigration  status  from  living 
together  in  any  kind  of  public  or 
subsidized  housing.  Basically,  people 
can  have  all  kinds  of  eligibility 
statuses  AND  people  can  be  legal 
immigrants  and  not  be  eligible  for 
subsidized  housing.  So  if  a  family 
happens  to  have  someone  who  is 
not  eligible  for  subsidies  living  with 
someone  who  is,  they're  proposing 
to  evict  the  ineligible  person. 

As  Angelenos  trying  to  offer  solutions 
to  homelessness,  we  know  rules  like 
this  can  force  people  onto  the 
streets.  And  in  this  case,  people  also 
means  children.
